Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

As  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  a Memorandum 
to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you 
my  Report  on  the  Sanitary  state  of  the  District  under  your  super- 
vision during  the  year  1945. 

Population. — The  population  at  the  last  census  (April,  1931)  was 
37,266.  According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  Report,  the  population 
for  mid-1945  was  33,890,  and  this  last  figure  is  used  as  a basis  in  all 
Tables,  etc.,  in  this  Report. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a reduction  of  3,466  persons,  as

RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 


In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Circular  64/44  Wales,  the 
establishment  of  a Joint  County  Committee  on  Rural  Housing  was 
duly  effected  for  the  County  of  Carmarthen,  and  after  the  Joint 
Committee  and  its  Technical  Sub-Committee  had  considered 
procedure,  adoption  of  standards  of  fitness  and  the  conduct  of 
the  Survey  generally,  each  local  authority  was  asked  to  carry  out 
the  Survey  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  skilled  technical  assistants,  the  Council 
appointed  six  laymen  to  assist  in  the  work,  who,  after  an  initial 
period  of  training,  were  able  to  proceed  with  the  inspections  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  23rd  April,  1945,  and  the  classifica- 
tion and  tabulation  of  the  findings  was  proceeded  with  week  by 
week  as  the  survey  progressed. 

An  interim  report  is  appended  giving  the  results  of  the  survey  up 
to  week  ended  29th  December,  1945.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

Inspections  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  systematically  carried 
out  throughout  the  year,  the  total  number  of  such  inspections 
being  385. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination  was  833,  of  which  737  were  taken  under  the  National 
Milk  Testing  Scheme. 

This  figure  does  not  include  samples  taken  from  producers  in  the 
district  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Borough  Council. 

The  results  indicate  that  there  is  a great  deal  of  room  for 
improvement,  and  the  officers  of  the  department  have  persistently 
endeavoured  to  encourage  the  producers  in  promoting  and  main- 
taining conditions  necessary  for  the  production  of  clean  milk. 

Scrutinizing  the  reports  on  milk  for  the  last  12  months  must 
bring  us  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  all  is  not  well  with  our 
present  methods  of  handling  our  milk  supply. 

West  Wales  is  noted  for  its  clean  herds,  and  in  some  arears 
Tuberculosis  has  been  practically  eradicated.  Starting  from  this 
ideal  source,  is  it  beyond  the  ken  of  human  beings  to  transport  this 
milk  from  the  cow  to  the  consumer  without  its  being  contaminated  ? 
To  run  our  cowsheds  for  dual  purposes,  i.e.,  for  housing  and  milking 
dairy  cows,  is,  to  my  mind,  impracticable,  expensive,  unhealthy 
and  cruel ; impracticable  because  of  the  utter  impossibility  of 
ensuring  that  the  air  in  the  cowshed  is  entirely  free  from  microscopic 
particles  of  dust  from  floors,  walls  and  roof  at  the  time  of  milking  ; 
expensive  because  less  elaborate  buildings  would  meet  the  need  for

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just  housing  the  herd ; unhealthy  and  cruel  for  the  reason  that 
under  present  arrangements  animals  are  obliged  to  he  on  hard 
concrete  floors  without  adequate  bedding.  It  is  apparent  to  al 
agriculturalists  that  their  animals  will  ultimately  develop  bursitisl 
arthritis  and  chronic  rheumatism  under  such  conditions.  Housing 
of  cattle  must,  in  my  opinion,  be  divorced  from  the  actual  milking 
process,  and  to  my  mind  this  is  the  firsj  step  towards  the  production 
of  clean  milk. 

The  cow  could  transport  her  own  milk  to  a milking  stall  contiguous 
to  the  dairy,  the  two  compartments  connected  by  a sliding  door 
conveniently  situated  for  adjusting  the  milking  machine  delivery 
pipe  which  would  discharge  into  a properly  sterilized  covered 
receptacle  inside  the  dairy.

suspected  cases  of  Typhoid.  Swabs  and  Widal  tubes  are  supplied 
to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  District,  who  are  instructed 
to  send  specimens  immediately  a suspicious  case  of  these  diseases 
arises,  direct  to  the  Laboratory.  The  result  is  usually  obtained 
within  24  hours  by  wire  to  the  Practitioner  and  the  M.O.H. 
Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  gratuitously  to  all  Medical 
Practitioners  for  necessitous  cases  occurring  in  the  area.  A 
quantity  is  always  kept  in  stock  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Tests  known  as  the  Schick  and  Dick 
Tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Your  Council  are  responsible  for  the  immunisation  of  children 
of  school  age  only,  i.e.,  5 years  and  upwards.  The  treatment  of 
children  under  that  age  is  under  the  control  of  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council. 

The  treatment  of  school  children  within  your  area  has  already 
been  put  into  operation,  and  the  work  is  proceeding  methodically, 
each  school  being  dealt  with  in  rotation  and  according  to  schedule. 

No  (a)  primary  vaccinations,  and  (b)  revaccinations  have  been 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulation,  1917. 

Complete  co-operation  is  being  maintained  with  the  School 
Medical  Officers  in  regard  to  any  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases 
occurring  in  the  area. 

No  other  diseases,  such  as  Anthrax  or  Rabies,  were  reported. 

Facilities  are  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of 
verminous  persons  and  their  belongings  at  the  Workhouse  Infirmary, 
Llanelly.  Premises  are  disinfected  and  fumigated  by  your  Sanitary 
Officers  when  necessary. 

Table  No.  IV.  shows  the  particulars  of  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  area  during  the  year  1945. 

Table  No.  VI.  shows  the  particulars  of  new  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  and  Tuberculosis  and  of  all  deaths  from  the  diseases  in 
the  area  during  1945. 
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The  ratio  of  non-notifiable  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis 
deaths  is  approximately  10  per  cent.,  according  to  the  records  of  the 
year  1945.  Some  of  these  were  discovered  on  Post-Mortems,  others 
were  acute  cases.  No  action  has  been  taken  to  enforce  the  Tuber- 
culosis Notification  Order.
